Waihlngton, May 11.— It Is hard to 
tell whether the naval otiicials were re- 
lieved or disappointed by the news that 
came to both the oavy and the state de- 
partmeoti to tbe effect i&tA tha Spaniah 
flying aaaadron bad arrlTad at Cadis, 
Spain. 

The safety uf the Oregon from attaok 
la now completely aaaured and the way 
la clear tor miUtary operationa in Cuba 
without running the risk of bavlng the 
occupying army's line of communica- 
Uou cut off. 

On the other hand, it ia believed that 
B« ebdinrtng peaoe oaa be fNured until 
the Bpanisn navy haa been deatroyed, 
and It now appears that to do this our 
■i^lors must lualte up their minds to go 
afier the Spaniards— a task very much 
more <Bfloult tftan tkat of aMMlng 
them near our ewn abores. 

It was suggested by some of the 
members of the war board that there 
was Just a possibility that the Spanish 
equadron might make a quick paasage 
Into the Pacific through the Suei eanal 
and attack Dewey at liaalUa. 

It is said that, contrarjr to the com- 
mon understanding, the Sues canal is 
open to the warships of belligerent 
powefB, so that it the Spaniah chooae 
to tale thla conree they w>oald bare a 
long start of any pursuing teet from 
our side of the Atlantic. 

It Is Bcarcely believed, however, that 
the Spaniah are willing to take the 
great risk of expoetng to our attack 
their own home ports by the withdraw- 
al of BO considerable a proportion of 
their naval strength as would ba re- 
quired to overmatch Dewey. 

SAMPSON NOT HBARO PROM. 

NothSag was heard from Sampson, 
but there ia a confident expectation that 
Interesting news will be coming from 
hla squadron within the next 24 hours. 
Whether this means an attack on Porto 
Rico or not can not be learned. 

One eSect of the retreat of the Span- 
iah Seat Ikas been to hasten even more 
tha preparations already under full 
beadwar tor the dlspatchlag ot milita- 
ry expeditions to Cuba. It also has 
caused a complete change in the con- 
centration plans. Time ia now believed 
to be the great factor. There is no 
longer opportualtly to lndul|e in ez- 
tensive drilling and 'practice maneu- 
vering. 

The regular army troops dOVOl need 
these, and are to he thrown at once 
into the fray. Many of the regiments 
of the natlooal guard which are enter- 
ing tha volunteer aervlee are felt to be 
sufficiently trained, from a military 
point of view, to follow the regulars 
immediately, and the department indi- 
cated Ita purpoae of dispatching theee 
volunteer troops directly to the gulf 
coast for shipment, instead of aeodlng 
them to Chickamausa. 

This disposition was shown by the 
changes in the new orders issued to 
the troops, although thera aaaar he yet 
a return to the original program of con- 
centration if the plaas show signs of 
weakness as they develop. ' 

TBAM8P0RT SHIPS CBARTisaD. 

The quartermaater general haa al- 
ready gotten under charter 2T mer- 
chant steamers for the transponf^t 
troops, and, roughly speaking, these 
Should carry about 20,000 men. , Others 
are being procured as rapidly as posri- 
ble 

The plan of the war department Is to 
have these vessels assemble at the dif- 
ferent giilt porta— Tampa, Mobile, New 
Oreleans snd Oalvastoa— to taka on 
troops which will ba sent there. 

The navy department Is expected to 
Ibmlsh convoys for these transports. 
Which would be absolutely helpless 
sfslnst Spaniah attack. At this point 
IBere are signs of friction. 

Firsts the transports will bs obliged 



to await Admiral Sampson's return in 
order to secure proper convoy; and, 
secondly, the navy objects very decid- 
edly to undertaking the task of convoy- 
ing p 'ii-^ibf r of transports. 

It i!.3l,^t8 that to assure the safety of 
the convoy of the troops all of the 
transports should be gathered in one 
fleet to s^rt from Thmpa, and tiie navy 
Is Itkoly to prevail In this.

Madrid, May 11.— Senor Morat's prac- 
tical invitation to the chamber to de- 
clare what policy the country desired 
to adopt has not met with general ap- 
proval. It being regarded, as Senor Sil- 
vela said Saturday, as a conteaslon of 
Impotence on the govemment'a pait 
and a conversion of the cabinet Into a 
mere executive committee. 

Cabinet changes have become inevi- 
table, and the Carllsts, Republicans 
and Socialists are preparing to take ad- 
vantage of an opportunity presenting 
Itself to make mlachlef. Happily, the 
activity ot this hybrid group, which In- 
cludes several nondescript and unscru- 
pulous politicians and some Romerists, 
presents no immediate danger. 

Inside the chamber they only number 
about 80 deputies, and outolde they 
have no efficient organization, except 
the Carlists, who do not desire at pres- 
ent any insiirrectit)nary movement, bm 
only want to discredit the monarchy, 
hoping that an anarchic republic would 
pave the way to a legitimate restora- 
tion In favor of Don Carlos. 

Meanwhile they are careful to avoid 
producing an impression of utilizing 
the national cal^imltles for their own 
ends. Spain has not togotten the terri- 
ble sufferings of the last Carllst war, 
and does not desire to begin another 
struggle of the same kind. 

0ABI.O8 TO BB KISTO. 

Tho Spealsll Pretenilpr Is Alroody Form* 
tag HI* Cabinet. 

New York, May IL— Senor de la Cos- 

tina, American representative of Don 
Carlos, left New York to Join hlsjeader 
in Europe. Before going Senor Costlna 
said that hla deprature was due to it 
summons from Don Carlos, and that 
all the other American Carlists had al- 
ready left, or were about to leave, to 
assist Don Carlos in hla next ellort to 
regain his throne. 

Senor Costlna said that. Judging 
from the events of the past few days, 
Don Carlos would pro)):'.bly be estab- 
llfched before he (Senor Ccstina) ar- 
rived in Europe, but that in any event 
the presence of the American Carllsta 
was desired at this moment 

Don Carlos Is already forming his 
ministry. Rn<l, although Ills list is not 
yet completed, at least three of the 
ministers have been decided on. The 
Marquis of Cerralba is to be president 
of the council; Oeneral Weylor, com- 
mander-in-chief ot the army, and Don 
Juan Vasquea de Mella, who was re- 
cently expelled form the cortes for his 
freely expreaaed Carlistic sentiments, 
will occupy a high position, probably 
that of sscrstary ot stats.

Madrid, May 11.— A stormy session 
was lu'ld in the chamber of deputies to 
debate war funds. Salmeron (Repub- 
lican) declared Ms party was ready to 
form a government, and a great uproar 
followed. The president threaitaned to 
expel Sulmerson if he contlntied tO at- 
tack the throne. Sagasta made a pas- 
sionate appeal to the patriotlai^ ot the 
members and begged them to vote the 
war funds. The appeal was answered 
with a general affirmative cry.

Captain Dave Gamble says the VV. J. 
Cummins will not enter the Kanawlia 
river or any other trade, but while nnder 
his control will remain in the Cincinnati, 
Wheeling and Pittsburg trade. 

The W. W. O'Neal Coal Company has 
taken a novel way to show its apprecia- 
tion of the brilliant victory of Admiral 
Dewey. The new pomp boat which was 
taken of! the Eli/,:dietli ways yesterday 
has been named after the hero of Ma- 
nila, and when she was launched the 
shoots of the people were deafening. 

There is considerable coal loaded at 
Pittsburg and it is possible that all of it 
got away before tiiis. The ojierators 
again suffer from the lack of boats to take 
the coal out, as the majority of them are 
below Cincinnati waiting for the lower 
river boats to arrive in order to help 
them make up their tows.
